The proper daruiug of a rent in cloth is an 
art that can he easily picked up, and should 
he taught to girls as an essential part of 
their practical home training. The expert 
darner of woolen cloth will make a rent 
practically invisible by weaving together 
torn edges, tuutchiug them as carefully as 
possible anil afterward pressing the rent. A 
fiue sewing silk is used to darn woolen c loth 
in preference to any wool, which would not 
he strong enough unless the thread or ravel¬ 
ing was too course. Where the cloth is thick 
enough endeavor to conceal the silk thread 
between the face and hack of the cloth. Be¬ 
gin about half an inch from the edge of one 
side of the tear and run the needle the same 
distance from the outer edge, c oncealing the 
thread carefully, and drawing the edges 
closely together, hut not so that they overlap.

The hardy mariners who were the pioneers 
in polar discovery achieved wonders, consid¬ 
ering that they had everything to learn 
about methods of Arctic work, and their ves¬ 
sels and equipment were very inadequate. 
One of the greatest of all Arctic voyagers 
was the’ man who commanded the first true 

polar expedition, William Barentz He 
sailed from Holland in 151H on the little fish¬ 
ing smack Mercurins, and the object of his 
voyage shows how ignorant the merchants 
and seamen of those days were as to the 
navigability of Arctic seas. Barentz pushed 
into the unknown for the purpose of sailing 
around the north end of Nova Zembla and 
finding a northeast pissage to China; and so 
for a month he skirted the wall of ice that 
barred his way, seeking in every direction 
for a lane by which he might travel through 
the pack, putting his vessel about 81 times, 
and traveling hick and forth along the ice 
edge for 1700 miles. The highest north he 
attained during this carefui examination of 
the ice edge was 614 statute miles south of 
the highest point reached by Nansen, or 874 
mile, from the pole.— Harper’s Weekly.

COAL FROM GARBAGE.

From one ton of common coal ue can, ue 
asserts, obtain 1300 pounds of anthracite 
coal, 300 pounds of tar and from liOOO to ‘.WOO 
feet of illuminating gas. The process, tested 
at tlie Moline police station in the presence 
of the city officials and professional men, 
showed great results with ordinary garbage. 
One quart of garbage, placed in a retort, 
yielded a quantity of hard coal and tar, be¬ 
sides a sufficient quantity of good illuminat¬ 
ing gas to burn over two hours in an ordinary 
burner. 

It is estimated that a plant costiug S20.000 
will consume the garbage of a city of 30,000, 
and yield gas sufficient to run the water 
works system. Such a coal converting plant | 
would he especially valuable to large; 
manufactories. Sawmills would thus be able 
to utilize sawdust and other waste products 
to an extent sufficient to run their plants.
